On April 12, 2014, PM shift, Deputies Gerardo Rodriguez and Alejandro Lomeli were 
assigned to East Los Angeles Station as Unit 24. During their shift, they received a call 
for service oo in regards to a male Hispanic adult who was possibly 
in possession of a gun, and who had possibly sexually assaulted a minor. The suspect 
(David Martinez) was described as having a shaved head, and was wearing a black 
shirt and black jeans. They responded Code 3 (lights and siren) to the call, travelling 
north on School Avenue from Whittier Boulevard. As they approached East 6" Street, 
Deputy Lomeli (driver) turned off the siren and rotating lights of his marked patrol 
vehicle, and slowed his vehicle down to approximately 3 miles per hour. They were then 
advised over L-Tac that the suspect was hiding behind vehicles. Deputy Lomeli turned 
east onto East 6* Street, when he noticed several people in front ee 
HEE. pointing in his direction. Concerned they might get ambushed, Deputy Lomeli 
stopped his vehicle approximately 15 yards east of the south east corner of East 6!" 
Street and School Avenue, in the east bound lane. As both deputies got out of their 
vehicle, they heard a gunshot directly behind them to the west. Fearing they might get 
shot, both deputies took cover. Deputy Lomeli looked to the west and saw the suspect 
at the south east corner of School Avenue and East 6"" Street, pointing a handgun in 
their direction. The suspect then ran south on School Avenue along the east sidewalk. 


Deputy Lomeli ran to the southeast corner of East 6* Street and School Avenue. As 
Deputy Lomeli crossed the east sidewalk of School Avenue to take cover behind a 
parked vehicle just west of him, the suspect, who was still running southbound on 
School Avenue, turned and began shooting at Deputy Lomeli. Fearing for his life, 
Deputy Lomeli fired back at the suspect, while moving towards the parked vehicle. The 
suspect continued running southbound on School Avenue as Deputy Lomeli lost sight of 
him. 
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At the same time, Deputy Rodriguez could hear Deputy Lomeli firing his gun, while 
hearing additional gun shots being fired by persons unknown. Deputy Rodriguez ran 
over to a large green metal mailbox located on the south east corner of Schoo! Avenue 
and East 6" Street. To obtain better cover, Deputy Rodriguez began to cross the 
eastside walk of School Avenue to where Deputy Lomeli had taken cover. As he 
crossed the sidewalk, Deputy Rodriguez saw the suspect come out from between two 
vehicles that were parked along the east curb line. The suspect appeared to be 
crouching down and was walking northbound toward him, while pointing a hand gun at 
him. Deputy Rodriguez then fired 3 rounds at the suspect. The suspect went back in 
between the parked vehicles. 


Deputy Lomeli put out emergent radio traffic advising they were just involved in a 
shooting, while giving their location, as well as the suspect's location. Deputy Lomeli 
went west across School Avenue, when he saw Suspect Martinez running south down 
the street and then east through the homes on School Avenue, and out of sight. 
Deputies Lomeli and Rodriguez proceeded to walk south down School Avenue, while 
paralleling one another. They stopped two houses north of where Deputy Lomeli lost 
sight of the suspect, and took a containment point. Suspect Martinez proceeded to 
barricade himself insid .

The Special Enforcement Team was requested and responded to the scene. After 
negotiations failed and a warrant was obtained, the screen door t 
as removed using an Armored Tractor. The suspect then crawled out of the 
location and was taken into custody, without further incident.

Eduardo Munoz.

The suspect was subsequently arrested and booked at East Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Station for attempt murder on a peace officer and sexual battery.

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Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Todd Weber was notified, along with Sergeants 
Julien Olivier and Carlos Flores, who all responded to the location to conduct an 
administrative review of the incident. The following review is based on written 
documentation, interviews of witnesses, and involved deputies. 


IAB Note: Lieutenant Todd Weber took reasonable steps to ensure the “No 
Huddling” policy was in effect. The “No Huddling” policy refers to 
the Manual of Policy and Procedure Sections 3-10/300.00 and 3- 
10/310.00, which state that personnel involved in a shooting shall 
be transported from the scene, and shall refrain from speaking of 
the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to 
being interviewed by assigned Departmental investigators. Per IAB 
protocol, the IAB Lieutenant will remind the incident commander of 
the policy during an initial telephone conversation, and prior to their 
(IAB Lieutenant's) arrival to the command post.

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


Internal Affairs Bureau investigators arrived to the shooting scene approximately eight 
hours after the shooting incident. Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Sergeant Julien Olivier 
made the following observations on the scene: 


School Avenue is a north south street, in a residential area of East Los Angeles. The 
street has raised curbs on the east and west sides, and sidewalks. The east side of the 
street is residential, and the west side has a school. 


East 6" Street is an east west street, in a residential area of East Los Angeles. The 
street has raised curbs on the north and south sides, and sidewalks. Both sides of the 
street is residential. 


The IAB investigator observed a Sheriff's Department patrol car stopped on East 6" 
Street, facing east. The vehicle was approximately 50 feet east of the east curb line of 
School Avenue. 


In the south intersection of School Avenue and East 6" Street, the IAB Investigator 
noticed numerous shell casings on the ground across the intersection. Also seen was 


additional shell casings along the east curb line of School Avenue, betwee 
faa << 

REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 

The emergent radio transmissions and the Local Tactical Channel (L-Tac) 
transmissions were reviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Julien Olivier. The 


following is a description of what can be heard on each radio transmission recording. 


Emergent Radio Transmission 
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Unit 21 can be heard requesting aero in regards to a person possibly in possession of a 
gun (P417). The Sheriffs Communication Center's (SCC) dispatcher can then be heard 
attempting to get aero on the radio. Seconds later, a deputy later identified as Deputy 
Lomeli (Unit 24), can be heard saying “998 (deputy involved in a shooting), 998, the 
suspect is running southbound, give me that patch.” The dispatcher acknowledges by 
saying “10-33 (emergent traffic), you are on the patch.” Deputy Lomeli can then be 
heard saying that the suspect is running southbound in the street on School Avenue 
toward Hubbard, wearing all black. The dispatcher can be heard acknowledging Unit 24 
and says over the radio that Unit 24 is involved in a 998, and that the suspect, who is 
wearing all black, is running southbound toward Hubbard Street. The dispatcher is then 
heard asking if there is a unit available to respond in less than one minute. Unit 21 
advises that he can be there in seconds. The dispatcher requests another unit and Unit 
22 acknowledges. The Dispatcher then requests a field supervisor (Sam Unit) to 
respond. Unit 20S acknowledges. The Dispatcher is then heard saying that aero is 
switching over to their frequency. The Dispatcher is then heard asking Unit 24 for a 
better description and his location. Unit 24 advises that the suspect is a male Hispanic 
with a bald head and that suspect is midblock. Deputy Lomeli is then heard requesting 
that a unit needs to go one street east of his location and that a containment needs to 
be set up.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITION 


The incident occurred during night time hours (2050 hours). Lighting was controlled by 
street lights. There are two street lights at the intersection of School Avenue and East 
6" Street. There is also one street light on School Avenue approximately 100 feet south 
of the intersection of School Avenue and East 6"" Street, on the west sidewalk. Visibility 
was clear and the weather was cool (64.0 F). 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL 


Deputy Lomeli’s firearm is a “SigSauer’” .45 auto caliber semi-automatic pistol, Model 
“P220.”

A bullet hole on the front hood as well as a bullet strike mark on the front passenger 
side door, was found on a Honda Odyssey, license plate — The vehicle 
was located on the east side of School Avenue, approximately 60 feet south of the 
south curb line of East 6" Street, facing north. 


A bullet impact mark to a fence post located at NNN was found. The 
fence post was located on the side of School Avenue, approximately 68 feet south 
of the south curb line of East 6" street. 


A bullet hole was found on the front windshield of Chevy Silverado, license plate 
number. The bullet went through the windshield and interior plastic covers of 
both the right A-pillar and right rear passenger door. The vehicle was located on the 
east side of School Avenue, approximately 233 feet south of the south curb line of East

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 
Alejandro Lomeli AS. Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Lomeli was interviewed on April 13, 2014, by East Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Station Detectives Leopoldo Sanchez and Hector Contreras. The interview was 
conducted at East Los Angeles Sheriffs Station, and was audio recorded. The following 
is a summary of the interview. 


Deputy Lomeli said he and his partner, Deputy Gerardo Rodriguez responded Code 3 to 
a 273A (Child Abuse) and a person possibly in possession of a gun call. As he turned 
east onto East 6'" Street, the station dispatcher advised them that the suspect was 
hiding in between vehicles. He stopped his vehicle and got out of his car. As he was 
getting out, he heard a gunshot come from the corner of East 6"" Street and School 
Avenue, which was behind him. As he looked toward the intersection, he saw Suspect 
Martinez running south on School Avenue. He ran to the intersection to see where the 
suspect had gone. As Deputy Lomeli began to move towards a parked vehicle in order 
to have better cover, Suspect Martinez turned toward him and began shooting at him. 
Deputy Lomeli returned fire, shooting approximately eight times, as he moved toward 
the parked vehicle. He saw Suspect Martinez continue to run south down the street and 
then turn east and go down a driveway, where he lost sight of him. 


Deputy Lomeli crossed School Avenue and walked over to the west sidewalk and began 
walking south down the street. He stopped approximately three houses south of East 
6'" Street, where he waited for back up. At the same time, he put out radio traffic 
advising he had been involved in a shooting, giving his location, a suspect description, 
and last seen direction of travel. Aero arrived on scene and began setting up a 
containment. 


IAB Note: Deputy Lomeli’s statement to Detectives Sanchez and Contreras 
was substantially consistent with the information he provided in his 
Supplemental Report, except for the distance between him and the 
suspect, when he first saw him. In his supplemental report he wrote 
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15 yards, but he told Detectives Sanchez and Contreras 25 yards. 
See Exhibit B, Pages 35-36. Detective Sanchez summarized his 
interview with Deputy Lomeli in a Supplemental Report, also 
included in this case book. See Exhibit B, Pages 3-9. 


Deputy Lomeli was interviewed on February 11, 2015, by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Julien Olivier and Jose Uribe. The interview was conducted at Internal 
Affairs Bureau, and was digitally audio recorded. Deputy Lomeli was represented by 
Attorney Maureen Okwuosa, with Green and Shinee. The following is a summary of the 
interview. 


Deputy Lomeli stated he and his partner, Deputy Gerardo Rodriquez, responded Code 
3 to a sexual assault call, and a person possibly in possession of a gun. He drove north 
on School Avenue, and prior to approaching East 6" Street, he shut off his siren and 
rotating lights in order to not warn the suspect of his presence. Upon turning east onto 
East 6" Street, his station dispatcher advised him that the suspect was hiding in 
between vehicles. At the same time, he noticed people in front of him pointing in his 
direction as if to warn him. He stopped his vehicle, and as he was getting out, he heard 
a gunshot come from the south/east corner of East 6' Street and School Avenue. 
Fearing he was being shot at, he took cover on the driver's side of his vehicle, and saw 
the suspect standing at the corner of East 6'" Street and School Avenue, pointing a gun 
in their direction. The corner was approximately 15 yards west of his location. He 
withdrew his gun from his holster and pointed it at the suspect, while illuminating the 
suspect with his flashlight that was mounted on his gun. The suspect ran south on 
School Avenue along the east sidewalk. Deputy Lomeli ran to the corner of East 6"" 
Street and School Avenue, and saw the suspect continuing to run south along the east 
sidewalk of School Avenue. In order to obtain better cover, Deputy Lomeli began to 
cross the sidewalk and go toward a van that was parked approximately 10 to 15 feet 
west of him, along the east curb line of School Avenue. As he was crossing the 
sidewalk, the suspect turned in his direction and began shooting at him. Fearing for his 
life, Deputy Lomeli accessed his back drop, ensuring there was no moving vehicles or 
pedestrians in the area, and fired approximately eight rounds at the suspect, who was 
approximately two houses south of his location. Deputy Lomeli said from the time he 
got out of his vehicle until the time he fired his gun was approximately three seconds. 


IAB Note: Two houses south from the south east corner of School Avenue 
and East 6" Street is approximately 85 feet. 


Deputy Lomeli took cover at the van, temporarily losing sight of the suspect. At the 
same time, he saw Deputy Rodriguez at the south east corner of East 6" Street and 
School Avenue, firing his handgun south on School Avenue toward the same area he 
had just shot. Deputy Rodriguez ran to his location and they both did a tactical reload. 
Deputy Lomeli looked down School Avenue and saw the suspect continuing to run 
south down the street. Deputy Lomeli put out radio traffic (approximately 15 seconds 
after he got out of his vehicle) advising that he was just involved in a shooting, while 
giving a description of the suspect, and his direction of travel. At about this time, Unit 
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21, Deput' and Eduardo Muniz arrived to their location. Deputies Lomeli 
an took a position on the west side of School Avenue, along the west 
sidewalk. Deputies Rodriguez and Muniz took position on the east side of School 
Avenue. Deputy Lomeli continued to watch the Suspect run down the street and then 
east through the homes on the east side of School Avenue, losing sight of the suspect. 


The four of them began to walk south down School Avenue, using the parked vehicles 
as cover. They stopped approximately two houses north of where the suspect was last 
seen running east through the homes. 


A containment was set up with the assistance of Aero Bureau. K-9 and the Special 
Enforcement Bureau (SEB) were also requested. Deputy Lomeli was then transported 
back to East Los Angeles Station. 


Deputy Lomeli stated that he authored a Supplemental Report following this incident. 
He stated he reviewed his report prior to this interview and said what he wrote in his 
report accurately reflects what happened. 


For his complete statements, refer to Deputy Lomeli’s interview transcripts, which are 
included in this case book. 


Deputy Lomeli reviewed his interview transcripts he had with Detectives Sanchez and 
Contreras prior to his interview with IAB investigators. He stated he provided truthful 
statements to the detectives but the distance he told them the suspect was when he first 
saw him was inaccurate. The suspect was 15 yards away, not 25 yards.

Gerardo Rodriguez EO | Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Gerardo Rodriguez was interviewed on April 13, 2014, by East Los Angeles 
Sheriff's Station Detective Leopoldo Sanchez. The interview was conducted at East Los 
Angeles Sheriff's Station, and was audio recorded. The following is a summary of the 
interview. 


Deputy Rodriguez stated he and his partner, Deputy Alejandro Lomeli, responded to a 
273A, possible 417 (person with a gun) call. As they were driving down East 6" Street, 
the station desk advised them that the suspect (Suspect Martinez) was hiding in 
between vehicles. Deputy Lomeli stopped their vehicle on East 6" Street, just east of 
School Avenue. As Deputy Rodriguez got out of the vehicle, he heard 3-4 gunshot 
coming from behind him. Deputy Rodriguez ran west to School Avenue where the 
shots came from, with Deputy Lomeli approximately 10 feet in front of him. As Deputy 
Rodriguez was turning South on School Avenue, he heard Deputy Lomeli exchange gun 
fire with Suspect Martinez. As Deputy Rodriguez looked south down the street, he saw

Suspect Martinez come out from between vehicles and point a gun in his direction. 
Fearing for his life, Deputy Rodriguez fired three rounds at the suspect as the suspect 
hid between the vehicles. Deputy Rodriguez took cover behind a vehicle, while Deputy 
Lomeli moved to the west side of School Avenue. Deputy Lomeli advised him that 
Suspect Martinez had gone into one of the houses on the east side of the street. 
Deputy Rodriguez moved mid-block and took a containment position behind a trailer. 


IAB Note: Deputy Rodriguez’ statement to Detectives Sanchez was 
substantially consistent with the information he provided in his 
Supplemental Report except for how many rounds he originally 
heard fired by the suspect. In Deputy Rodriguez’ Supplemental 
report, he wrote he heard the suspect shoot one round when he 
exited his vehicle. When interviewed by Detective Sanchez, he 
said he heard three to four rounds fired.

Deputy Gerardo Rodriguez was interviewed on February 11, 2015, by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Jose Uribe. The interview was conducted at 
Internal Affairs Bureau, and was digitally audio recorded. Deputy Rodriguez was 
represented by Attorney Maureen Okwuosa with Green and Shinee. The following is a 
summary of the interview. 


Dep j he and his partner Deputy Alejandro Lomeli responded “Code 
3” tof in regards to a sexual assault call and a person possibly in 
possession of a gun. The suspect in the call was described as being bald, and was 
wearing a black shirt and black jeans. As they travelled north on School Avenue, his 
partner shut off the lights and siren to their vehicle. As they turned east onto East 6'* 
Street, the station dispatcher advised them that the suspect on the call was hiding in 
between vehicles. Deputy Lomeli stopped their vehicle approximately 15 yards from the 
south/east corner of School Avenue and East 6* Street. Deputy Rodriguez got out of 
the vehicle and heard a gunshot come from the south east corner of East 6'" Street and 
School Avenue. He took cover between the patrol car and a car that was parked just 
south of him. As Deputy Rodriguez removed his gun from his holster, he saw Deputy 
Lomeli firing his handgun from the south east corner of East 6" Street and School 
Avenue. At the same time, he could hear someone else firing a gun. Deputy Rodriguez 
ran to the south east corner of School Avenue and East 6" Street and took cover next 
to a mailbox. Unable to see south down School Avenue, Deputy Rodriguez began 
crossing the east sidewalk of School Avenue, where Deputy Lomeli had now taken 
cover behind a parked van on the east side of the street. While crossing the sidewalk, 
he saw the suspect appear from in between parked vehicles. The vehicles were parked 
along the east curb line of School Avenue and the suspect was approximately 25 yards 
south of him. The suspect began walking north on School Avenue along the east 
sidewalk while crouching down and pointing his gun at Deputy Rodriguez. Fearing for 
his life, Deputy Rodriguez fired three rounds from his gun at the suspect, who was now 
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approximately 20 yards away from him, while moving towards the van Deputy Lomeli 
had taken cover. Deputy Rodriguez said he accessed his back drop prior to shooting 
and did not see anyone behind the suspect. 


Deputy Rodriguez took cover at the van, losing sight of the suspect. He heard Deputy 
Lomeli put out radio traffic stating they were involved in a shooting and he gave their 
location. He saw Deputy Lomeli cross Schoo! Avenue and go over to the west side of 
the street, while he remained on the east side of the street. They both began to walk 
down the street using the parked vehicles as cover. When they got to a parked trailer 
that was on the east side of the street, Deputies AN Muniz, and Sergeant 

met up with them. They did not advance any further down the street, and a 
containment was set up 


Deputy Rodriguez stated that he authored a Supplemental Report on the day of the 
incident. He reviewed his report prior to this interview and said his report was complete, 
and he provided a truthful account of what happened. 


Deputy Rodriguez stated he was interviewed by East Los Angeles Station Detective 
Leopoldo Sanchez the next morning following this incident. He was given a copy of his 
interview transcripts which he reviewed prior to this interview. He said he provided 
truthful statements to Detective Sanchez but made a mistake when he said he heard 
the suspect fire three to four rounds when he exited his vehicle. He only heard one 
round fired as he exited his vehicle.

CIVILIAN WITNESSES 


Detectives and deputy personnel from East Los Angeles Station canvassed the area of 
the shooting incident in search of witnesses. Of all of those interviewed, most did not 
see or hear anything. A few witnesses were identified as hearing shots, but did not see 
the shooting. Everyone who conducted interviews summarized their interviews in 
Supplemental Reports. See Exhibit B. Those that witnessed the shooting or provided 
pertinent information into this investigation are listed below.

You're not from here). Witnesg{J then noticed a Sheriff's helicopter flying 
overhead, while Suspect Martinez hid behind a brick wall. 


Fearing Suspect Martinez might be armed and was wanted by the police, Witness 
HE £^ back to the front of his property to notify the deputies. He was unable to get 
their attention so he went back to his residence. As he approached his front door, which 
he had left open, he noticed it was closed and locked. Fearing the suspect had 
barricaded himself his home, he ran to a neighbor's house and called 911.

Witness [J stated she had just parked her car and was getting out of it when she 
heard gun shots and saw the flashes of gun fire coming from the north end of the street. 
She then saw Suspect Martinez running south down the street (School Avenue) toward 
her direction, holding a gun in his hand. As Suspect Martinez was running, he turned 
toward the north end of the street and shot at pursuing police officers as he continued 
running down the street. She heard approximately 5-6 shots fired. She was not sure if 
the officers shot back at Suspect Martinez. She then got back into her vehicle along with 
; ), and S. who were also with her. 
All of them then ducked down for cover.

On February 5, 2015, Internal Affairs Bureau Investigator Sergeant Julien Olivier called 
and spoke to Witness in order to interview her. Witness [J stated she 
did not want to be interviewed. 


Witness J was interviewed by East Los Angeles Sheriff's Station Detectives 
Stephanie Hile and Victor Puebla. The interview was conducted at East Los Angeles 
Station, and was audio recorded. 


Witness [J stated she was retrieving her jacket from the trunk of her vehicle 
when she heard 4-5 gunshots and saw muzzle flashes coming from the north end of the 
street. She then saw Suspect Martinez running south down the street in her direction 
on the east sidewalk. As she watched Suspect Martinez, she saw him turn his body to 
the north and shoot twice toward deputies. Suspect Martinez then ran up to their car 
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and demanded to be let in. She did not let him in, at which point he hid behind a large 
truck that was parked out on the street. Witnes@jJ then saw deputies coming down 
the street toward her direction. She took cover inside the vehicle and did not see 
anything else.

Shortly after, 
Witness {J saw Suspect Martinez running south on the east sidewalk in her 
direction. As Suspect Martinez passed by, Witness [J saw a dark object in his hand 
which she believed was a gun. She then went inside the vehicle losing sight of Suspect 
Martinez.

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SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS 


East Los Angeles Sheriff's Station Detectives Leopoldo Sanchez Ae Jacob 
Sanchez AEE tornpted to interview Suspect Martinez, following this incident. 
The interview was conducted at East Los Angeles Sheriffs Station and was audio 
recorded. 


Per Detective Sanchez, Suspect Martinez appeared to be disoriented and confused as 
he began his interview. As a result of Suspect Martinez’ behavior, Detective Sanchez 
stopped his interview. 


IAB Note: Detective Sanchez summarized his interview with Suspect Martinez 
in a Supplemental Report. See Exhibit B, Pages 3-9. 


Suspect Martinez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier 
and Jose Uribe, on January 29, 2015. The interview was conducted at Twin Towers 
Correctional Facility, and was audio recorded. 


Suspect Martinez stated on April 14, 2014, he was home when he began having a 
psychotic breakdown due to not taking his medication (Prozac and Geodon) for his 
schizophrenia. Voices in his head were telling him to take drugs so he took crystal 
methamphetamine, and had been high on crystal methamphetamine for three days. 


Subject Martinez left his home that evening so his landlord would not see him talking to 
himself. He then walked over to East 6" Street for unknown reasons. While on East 6!" 
Street, people who he thought were aliens trying to abduct him, began chasing him. 
While trying to get away, he hid behind a vehicle. While hiding, he saw a vehicle stop 
approximately 50-75 feet away from him. He stated the vehicle did not look like a patrol 
car. Someone inside the vehicle got out wearing black clothing and a black mask. 
Thinking aliens were trying to abduct him, he fired one round into the air at an alien ship 
he had seen. He then ran down the street, while being shot at from holograms that 
looked like people. He hid behind a vehicle and fired 3 to 4 more rounds into the air at 
the space ship. He then ran into an open door of someone's apartment where he 
remained for a few hours, while continuing to have his psychotic breakdown. While 
inside the apartment, he said the police used a vehicle to break down the door. He was 
then ordered to come out on his stomach. He crawled out and was taken into custody. 


For complete details of his interview, refer to Suspect Martinez’ verbatim transcripts. 


IAB Note: During the interview, Suspect Martinez alleged that he was kicked 
in the upper chest by a deputy, once he had crawled out to the 
deputies. When questioned further about the kicking, he said he 
might have been hallucinating. Lieutenant Todd Weber advised 
Lieutenant Bruce Chase (SEB) about the allegation and asked that 
he conduct a supervisor's inquiry in regards to the alleged use of 
force. 
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
